The latest attempt to 
form a Central American Federa- 
tion took concrete form in the 
pact of San Jose, of 1921. Nica- 
ragua did not sign, and eventually 
the project was abandoned. Fail- 
ure, according to Prof. Cox, was 
its foreordained lot. He believes 
however, that the unionist cult re- 
mains “a force with which bank- 
ing contracts and the Bryan- 
Chamorro treaty—not to mention 
more subtle forms of intervention 
—must inevitably reckon.” 

Chamorro’s Coup d’Etat “Ousts 

Solorzano-Sacasa Group. 

The narrative now comes down 
to the present intervention. In 
1924, Carlos Solorzano was elected 
President and Juan B. Sacasa, a 
liberal, Vice President. The vote 
was decisive—48,000 to 28,000— 
and the election was said to have 
been the fairest ever held in Nica- 
ragua. 

Liberals and conservatives had 
united to elect the Solozano-Sacasa

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ARCHITECTURE IN MOTION PICTURES 


By Ernst Lubitsch

HEY used to sav that the 
camera never lies but, as a 


matter of truth, the camera is 
ene of the greatest ‘iars in the 
world and this is a fact we should 
all be extremely thankfui for. 
Without this charming incexecti- 
tude in motion picture, we. would 
be denied much that 1s now beuu- 
tiful, thrilling and in pressive. 

The business of the motion pic- 
ture is i0 entertain. The realiy 
intelligent portion of an audience 
does not concern itself with ques- 
tions as to how an effect is ob- 
tained. They are interested only 
in being amused. Everybody 
knows, and the motion picture pro- 
ducer admits readily that some of 
the finest effects in films are ob- 
tained through the ingenuity of 
clever technicians. What does it 
matter? The effect is real. If it 
isn’t, the man responsible is a 
bungler. 

People who allow their curiosity 
concerning the secrets of motion 
picture making to spoil their en- 
joyment of a film are like the man 
who never hears the music from a 
gramophone because he is listening 
to the squeaking of the needle. 
Practically everything remarkabie 
seen on the screen is possible in 
real life. When it is done for the 
screen. technicians bring their 
knowledge to.bear to make things 
easy for the actor. Two reasons 
are given for this. One, so that 
the camera can photograph it. 
The second is to provide the neces- 
sary safety factor. Audiences to- 
day are not-~ altogether Roman 
They have no desire to see men 
butchered to make a holiday. 


N real life, the leaps of Dous- 
| las Fairbanks are entirely pos- 

sible. So is the opening of the 
Red Sea waters as was shown i! 
“The Ten Commandments.” So is 
the train-wreck shown in “The 
Last Command.” People are car- 
ried away in avalanches as shown 
in “Wife Savers” and people do 
fight for their lives in blazing 
houses as pictured in “Under- 
world.’ 

But to do these things in motion 
pictures, to protect the players and 
to make the whole pictureable for 
the camera, the best technica! 
brains in the industry are called 
in. If their work was so poorly 
done that an audience could sce 
how it was accomplished, the the- 
aters would be empty in a month— 
and remain empty. We are no 
longer in the Elizabethan age 
when the audience sat about on 
the stage with the players and 
watched them put on their cos- 
tumes and rehearse their lines. 

One of the most interesting 
branches of motion picture produc- 
tion is the building of structures, 
particularly historical structures, 
for sets. A set built for pictures is 
50 to 100 per cent superior to the 
real thing in nine cases out of ten.

But take your company 
and your camera inside and you 
are likely to meet your Waterloo. 
You can’t light them satisfactorily.

Russian, had to be carefully 
avoided because St. Petersburg was 
founded by Peter the Great in the 
swamps of the Neva in the first 
years of the eighteenth century. 
There could be no buildings in &t. 
Petersburg, therefore, which bore 
the stamp of the middle ages, the 
work of Italians, Germans and 
French, for Russia only developed 
its native artists much later. &t. 
Petersburg shows a distinctly con- 
tinental atmosphere, but the wide- 
ness of its squares and streets and 
the powerful proportions of orna- 
mental and structural features in 


its buildings give it a character 
found nowhere else in the world. 

The orthodox religion of Russia 
was the state religion with the 
Czar at the head of the church. 
Every Russian was required to 
have an ikon, the picture of his 
personal saint, in his rooms, 
whether he believed in religion or 
not. We feature this picturesque 
custom in our sets with the result 
that they greatly increase their pic- 
torial value. 

The long-lasting winters of Rus- 
sia made the use of fireplaces in 
Russian homes almost impossible. 
Their picturesque qualities do not 
make up for the fact that they do 
not adequately heat a freezing 
room. <As a result, Russia de- 


ins 


veloped those huge tiled stoves 
which are unique. They reach to 
the ceiling, burn continuously from 
October to May and have two 
openings, one facing the room they 
are intended to heat and the other 
the hallway. Servants replenish 
the fuel from the hallway without 
disturbing their masters in the 
rooms. These tiled stoves are véry 
handsome and being rarely seen 
outside of Russia, we made use of 
them for our sets to create the 
Russian atmosphere. 


NOTHER feature of Russian 
A rooms of the period is the 

scantiness of the furniture and 
furnishings. The English idea of 
filing a house with cozy furniture 
and having many cozy, comfort- 
able corners was unknown in Rus- 
sla. As a result, the rooms ap- 
pear empty to our way of think- 
ing. A chair or two, a table, the 
ikon, the tiled stove—there you 
have the furniture of palace room 
or cottage room—in Russia.

The in- 
terior has rooms of great height, 
dark, gloomy and heavily orna- 
mented in gold. Even our back- 
grounds, odd-shaped golden cupo- 
las of the orthodox churches, snow- 
laden against a winter sky, are 
carefully prepared so that the 
camera may make the most of 
them. 

As a director who aims to 
achieve realism, I prefer the stu- 
dio constructed set to the real 
building every time. The former 
is built for me, for my camera- 
man with his lights and for my 
players. The latter is difficult to 
light and hard to make part of 
your story. Where you want to 
put a light you find. a stone wall 
and where you desire to set up 
your camera for an interesting 
angle, you discover more granite 
or a stairway or some other obsta- 
cle. On the set. the “stone wall” 
can be moved, the stairway shift- 
ed. You can take the roof off 
and set your lights.

Loew's this week, which is 
said to be the start of a brief tour 
of movie houses which will net 
the blackface comedian some 
$200,000, met with tremendous 
opposition from two quarters. 
Warner Brothers, owners of the 
film, “The Jazz Singer,” which is 
playing at the Grand Central with 
Joison as the star, almost prevent- 
ed his appearing here. Jolson 
did not know that the film was 
running in St. Louis when he 
signed the Loew contract but once 
his name was on the dotted line 
there was no way out. As a mat- 
ter of fact the personal appear- 
ance of the star here should 
stimulate business for the picture 
which is now in the ninth week 
of its amazing run on Grand 
avenue. 

After the Warners had tried to 
keep Jolson out of St. Louis the 
Shuberts came along with a claim 
that if he played here it would 
have to be in the show, “Big 
Boy,” which was scheduled for 
the Shubert Theater some weeks 
ago and called off when the star 
wanted to go to Florida for the 
winter. Nothing came of either 


' L JOLSON’S appearance as an 


effort however, except that the 


telegraph companies were enrich- 
ed considerably while the contro- 
versy was going on. 


ONSIDERABLE of Jolson’s 
(C csormous popularity is due to 

the fact that he has the knack 
of becoming one with the audience 
and it was the San Francisco 
earthquake—or fire, as they pre- 
fer to call it out there—that 
gave him that. 

Back in April 1906—almost 22 
years ago—Jolson’s $30-a-week 
job singing in San Franciseo’s 
first vaudeville theater was bad- 
ly scrambled by the 'Friseo quake. 
Without a theater in which to 
sing, Jolson was out of luck. But 
Sid Grauman, now one of the na- 
tion’s foremost movie showmen, 
owned that theater. Then, as 
now, Sid Grauman was resource- 
ful. 

A huge tent, pitched in a hurry, 
was the show to which Jolson was 
dragged. But some nice wet 
Northern California rain decided 
Grauman that he needed a tin 
roof erected over his tent. While 
the roof was being erected, the 
show went on. Jolson, later the 
author of that famous “crack,” 
“Nobody ever gets temperamental 
with a policeman,” got tempera- 
mental for Grauman's benefit, 


“They can’t hear me,” he gell- 
ed. “Are they paying to hear me 
or to hear some guys beat ham- 
mers on your tin roof?” 

“Why not get out on top of the 
piano in the orchestra pit and do 
your songs?” was Grauman’s 
counter-suggestion. : 

Jolson tried it. The piano-top 
was the genesis of the runway, the 
thing which gives audiences a 
sense of informality, that Jolson is 
one of them and not one of the 
High-Hat group. 

Jolson’s jokes always have an 
O. Henry quality. He keeps bis 
“kick” concealed until the last. 
And then, with a whip-cracking 
flash, he snaps it at his audience. 

Fairly frequently, Jolson’s 
stories are suggestive.

Both men talked free- 
ly and told what a fine time they were 
having, and Chicago was duly noti- 
fied in print inside of a few hours. But 
the reporters would not give the hiding 
place away and the police continued 
their search. 


Attorney and offered to surrender

The officials refused and Chambers 
and Miller were kept in hiding. They 
drank deeply and had a fine time.

She walked into a police 
station and calmly gave herself up. 
She was so “hopped up” with opium 
that she was unable to talk coherently 
until the next day, and when she did 
talk, the police got no satisfaction. 
Marion was a shoplifter, yes; she had 
been on many shoplifting excursions 
and told all about them. But she was 
no murderer. And:if she was, why 
should she murder her best friend? 
Anyway, she was going to “go 
straight’ and settie down with a pick- 
pocket, who had also decided to for- 
sake crime. 

Thus the case rests. Betty Cham- 
bers’ mother came on from Detrolt to 
claim her belongings. There were haif 
a dozen fur coats, a score of evening 
dresses and many pairs of dancing 
slippers. Only one plain street dress 
was in the wardrobe. 

“Betty chose the fast pace. She 
wished to lead a butterfly life,’’ said 
the mother, speaking in the language 
of the tabloids. ‘She left Detroit six 
years ago. We didn’t disown her. She 
became an outcast at her own choice. 
Less than a year ago her father burned 
the only photograph we had of her.” 
Betty had also changed her name, 
which had been a long German one. 
When she met Chambers her name was 
McDonald, which she abandoned in 
favor of Chambers. 

That was her first big mistake— 
meeting Chambers and getting senti- 
mental. Her second was in missing 
him at close range three times; her 
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third in smoking too much opium and 
getting loquacious. 

The extent of her surrender to Cham- 
bers’ doubtful charms is indicated in 
thé following letter which she wrote 
him: 


“T) EAREST GORDY: Why are 


you so stubborn? It won't 

get you nowhere. Why don’t 
you defy the world and admit the truth, 
that you love ME? Remember the ar- 
gument I had with you at the Burbank 
(Hotel), when I cried and pleaded with 
you? You cried yourself. Why? For 
no other reason than that you loved 
me, and you know it, but you are 
afraid to declare yourself to the boys 
for fear they will ridicule you. Are 
you yellow, afraid to come and talk 
to me? 

“You never had a girl that treatea 
you as square as I did in your life. 
That’s why you don’t know what it’s 
all about. Ask your boy friends. They 
will tell you the same. I always acted 
the part of a lady, which Iam. You're 
accustomed to going out with bums. 
Tell your dear mother that it was me 
who remembered her at Christmas and 
not you. Also tell her that I said God 
bless her. 

“I could do you so much dirt, but 
what’s the use? There is no gain. 
Bury me here in Chicago and occasion- 
ally put a rose on my grave. Always 
yours, BETTY.’ 


O SUCH a pass had come the 
“White Diamond,’ leader of a 
smail group of her own and a 
clever, resourceful worker, who had 
a ready entree into the highest circles 
of gem thieves. A master mind, a 
flashy, good-looking woman, a shrewd 
appraiser of jewelry store stocks, a 
cool one when the zero hour came— 
she had been completely humbled by a 
breath of love and the mawkish and 
fleeting affections of a subordinate, a 
mere hired hand. 

Her downfall robbed her of her buai- 
ness acumen and the many qualities 
which made her valuable in the big 
time and reduced her from an attrac- 
tive girl to a plump, fading woman, 
steeped in cheap sentiment and 
wrenched inwardly with all the an- 
guish of the female whose love has 
scorned her. What an end for one who 
worked with an automatic—to be gar- 
roted with an electric light cord! 

That isn't the worst anticlimax. Thg 
Don Juan for whom she kicked herself 
off the pedestal is still at large and 
in the neighborhood of Chicago. He 
drinks and sings. He has flitted from 
the blonde and now worships at other 
shrines and other checkbooks. He 
dickers with lawyers and newspaper 
reporters. He hands out interviews. 
He will surrender if they don’t ask 
him about anything but the murder. 
And, mind, there must be no “gold- 
fish.”’

| founder of 
the Mormon Church, 
was sealed in a ce- 
ment crypt here a 
fortnight ago, after it 
had been found in a 
search fraught with 
prayer and fasting. A 
stone shaft on the 
river bank, near 
the house where the 
prophet of God wooed 
his many wives when 
this was the Mormon 
Mecca, will be raised 
to his memory above 
the crypt. 

The bullet-riddied 
body of the mystic Vermonter, who 
claimed constant revelations from God 
and gave the world the Book of Mor- 
mon in the year 18306, had lain in an 
unmarked grave for 81 years. He was 
killed by a mob in Carthage, Illinois, 
in 1844, and Mormon brethren hur- 
riedly brought the body to Nauvoo and 
iid it, fearing its disfigurement. Two 
vears after its first burial, the proph- 
et’'s body was again secretly interred. 
time in an abandoned spring- 
house, near the historic ‘‘Nauvoo 
House,” the hotel the prophet ran for 
tourists to the Illinois City of Saints. 
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Anti-Mormon mobs looked high and 


low for the body when they forced the 
exodus of the faithful, under ar- 
tillery fire, in 1846. It wasn't found 
It was hidden so well, in fact, that 
later searches by Mormon brethren 
failed to bring it to light until Freder- 
ic M. Smith, a grandson of the prophet 
and head of the schismatic branch of 
the Church of Latter Day Saints. or- 
dered the hunt that culminated in the 
“inspired” discovery. 


of the springhouse cellar failed to 

uncover a clew. The diggers fol- 
lowed directions left by long-dead per- 
sons who had been present at the se- 
cret burial, butin vain. They couldn't 
locate so much as a brick of the aban- 
doned epringhouse. Then the Mor- 
mon elder in charge of the digging de- 
cided to ask divine aid in locating the 
bones. He fasted an entire day and 
epent several hours on his knees, ac- 
cording to the prophet's grandson, and 
toward nightfall rose excitedly and 
summoned the diggers. 

He indicated an undigged piace, and 
in a comparatively short time the 
prophets remains, with those of his 
brother, Hyrum, also a victim of the 
Carthage mob, came to light. Biog- 
raphers of the prophet would find it 
fitting that revelation, which played 
such a large part in his life, was also 
a factor in the discovery of his grave 

Dandified Joseph Smith, polygamous 
prophet of God, drew the eyes of the 
world to Nauvoo in the ‘40s. Under 
his direction, a raw river town, with a 
handful of houses, turned into a re- 
ligious capitol that boasted commer- 
cial, agricultural and political impor 
tance. No European visitor of promi- 
nence failed to visit this Mormon-cre- 
ated metropolis, one of the major 
towns in the State of Illinois. It was 
talked of in London and Paris and 
from the Enelish mill towns thousands 
of Mormon to hear 

from Joseph Smith his own message of 
salvation. 

Joseph Smith was born at Sharon 
Vermont, in 1805. His parents later 
moved to New York State and he grew 
up near Palmyra. He was descended 
on his mother’s side from Scotch cov- 
enanters. His paternal grandfather 
was subject to ‘fits.’ On both sidea. 
apparently, he had ancestors who held 
public office in their communities and 
were accounted men of worth. Joseph

was an imaginative youth, uneducated, 
and he disliked work. He was also, 
his early contemporaries declare, inor- 
dinately fond of drink and spent much 
time with divining rods and colored 
glasses, seeking for buried treasure. 
He had read the Bible, the life history 
of Captain Kidd and the memoirs of a 
certain British evangelist when he was 
vouchsafed, at the age of 18, the Book 
of Mormon revelation. 


an angel from God named Moroni. 
The angel-—a radiant person in a 
white robe—told Smith the Bible had 
been corrupted “in the Middle Ages” 
and that Joseph was to be the vehicle 
for giving a new text to the world. 
This had been written on golden plates 
in Chaidean, Assytian, Greek, Egyp- 
tian and other languages by a hereto- 
fore unheard-of hero named Mormon 
~a deceased chieftain part Jewish and 
part American Indian. Joseph's task 
was to translate the goiden plates. 
with the aid of Urim and Thummim, 
transparent magic stones from heaven 
that would make all clear to him. 
When Smith first related the story 
of his vision, skeptics at Palmyra hoot- 
ed at him. But he kept on repeating 
the tale and announced further that 
the translation was already under way. 
There are eight testimonials from per- 
sons who swore they saw and “hefted”™ 
the golden plates, and three other dis- 
ciples of the prophet had a simultane-

ous vision of the plates, after hours of 
prayer, and ‘‘heard the voice of God.” 
Psychologists written much 
on the score of this ‘‘testimony’ and 
its value. It is believed implicitly bs 
the faithful. There are other stories 
to the effect that Smith filled several 
sacks with sand and carried them 
about with him, saying the bundle con- 
tained.the plates. When the curious 
bothered him, he declared that no one 
could look on the plates with naked 
eye and live. 

The book was dictated to disciples 
by Joseph as he sat, with Urim and 
Thummim over his eyes, hidden from 
the vulgar by a stretched blanket. Its 
actual composition began in 1827, four 
years after the prophet was first visit- 
ed by Moroni, the angel. It was fin- 
ished in 1829 and published in 1830— 
588 pages of revelation for $1.50. 


HE book savored strongly of the 

Old and New Testaments. It ob- 
viously sought to identify the 

Lost Tribes of Israel—what had be- 
come of them was a burning religious 
speculation of the era—-with the Amer- 
ican Indian. There are phrases in the 
Book of Mormon that strangely resem- 
ble lines in William Shakspeare. 
are other lines peculiarly like excerpts 
from the work of Alexander Pope. But 
Smith found few

-et was called because of his at- 
tempt to see into rocks with 
colored glasses. Buta propliet, 
of course, is never honored in 
his own country. 

When Joseph Smith left the 
scene of his adolescence, how- 
ever, and set out to make con- 
verts in distant places, he found 
hundreds thirsty for the 
strong drink of his prophecies. 
Not long after he set up shop 
as a prophet in Kirtland, Ohio, 
in fact, murmurs of his fame 

began to sweep the country. 

To farm populations in 1831 the 
Book of Mormon was an impressively 
erudite plece of work. And it came 
from an ignorant youth whose only in- 
struction had been at the hands of 
farm laborers in the field or barnyard. 
Ergo, it must be inspired. But the 
question rose: was it inspired by God, 
as Smith claimed, or by the devil? The 
question was important, because hell 
was all but a photographed fact in the 
public mind. If a man accepted the 
Book of Mormon and it was truly the 
latest revelation from God, then he 
was saved But if the Book of Mor- 
mon came from the devil, to accept it 
would be to burn. 

Baptist, Methodist and Campbeliite 
preachers had no doubts as to the 
book. They saw in it plainly the horns 
and hoofs of Beelzebub. Yet converts 
went over daily to the prophet’s flock. 
A band of enraged Baptists and Camp- 
bellites tarred and feathered the pro- 
phet, but he had a revelation stating 
his persecutors would be ‘destroyed,’ 
and the work went on. Joseph Smith 
‘ed his flock in the ways of the Lord, 
established a tithe system of church 
revenues, built a sawmill and a tan- 
nery, opened a store and founded a 
bank, which God had revealed to him 
would absorb all other banks. But the 
hand of the law interfered with divine 
process and the bank was closed for 
failure to pay its debts. Prophet Jo- 
seph Smith left Kirtland under cover 
of night and set out for Missouri. 


ISSOURI had at first welcomed 
VY stormox settlers, and there 
+ were hundreds of them in Jack- 
son County. But Missouri was begin- 
ning to have its doubts about the Mor- 
mons. Stories were circulated that 
the sect believed God had decreed 
whole counties for their use and the 
non-Mormons would eventually have 
to retire when enough Mormons had 
settled to vote fellow religionists into 
all public offices. There was also the 
rumor of Mormon polygamy. Persecu- 
tion of the faithful began with heaving 
of brickbats and ended with a guber- 
natorial ultimatum—the Mormons 
must either leave Missouri or be ex- 
terminated. So the Mormons and their 
prophet went to Illinois. 
it was here in this now sleepy river 
town, say Mormon chronicles, that 
Joseph Smith elaborated the doctrine 
of plural wives and

sorts. The revelation from God author- 
izing polygamy came to the prophet in 
1843, after, it must be said, his crown 
was already multi-starred. The pur- 
pose of the Lord, said God to Joseph 
Smith, was to raise up a populous peo- 
ple who would praise His name. Abra- 
ham took unto himself many wives, 
said the divine voice, only because 
God had so ordered. 


“Ct O YE therefore,’ Joseph 
Smith quoted the Lord. ‘‘Go 
ye and do the work of Abra- 
ham, enter ye into my law, and ye 
shall be saved.” 

Joseph Smith lost no time. As 
quickly as possible he brought the 
number of his wives up to a full dozen. 
They dwelt with him in the same house 
and, with the exception of Emma Hale 
Smith, his first wife, were introduced 
to strangers as ‘‘nieces.”" It was not 
considered expedient to promulgate 
publicly the doctrine of polygamy. 
Joseph shied away even from impart- 
ing the revelation on plural wives to 
Emma, and it is said she did not sus- 
pect at first the relationship between 
Joesph and the numerous young wom- 
en sheltered under the prophet’s roof. 
Emma is said to have disapproved vio- 
lentiy of the revelation when told of it 
by Hyrum, Joseph's brother. A com- 
promise, however, was finally struck, 
and two of the new wives were allowed 
to stay in the house with Emma. The 
prophet had to board out the other 
nine. 

That same year—1843—the prophet 
imparted to other elders the plural 
wives revelation. Many set out joy- 
fully to follow it. Others balked. One 
of the elders wept at the prophet’s 
command that he must marry other 
women besides his wife, whom he 
loved. But the prophet was adamant. 
He pointed out that those who did not 
follow the dictates of God were 
damned. The sorrowful elder quickly 
proposed to a maiden, a new convert 
to the faith, and was accepted. He took 
her to his home as wife No. 2.

confirmed his suspicions. He drew a 
gun, crept up the stairs leading to the 
fiat and flung open the door to con- 
front his wife and the man whom he 
rad long suspected of being her lover. 

Without hesitation he leveled the gun 
md fired. But even before he could 
di so the wife screamed and stepped 
beween the two men. The woman fell, 
momally wounded, while the husbana 
turned and fled, hearing in his ears 
the frightened crying of their only 
child. 

That happened nearly 14 years ago, 
and the principals involved were al! 
Italians. The husband was Tony Vai- 
entino. His young wife had been, be- 
fore her marriage, Lena Ruffalo, and: 
the second man was an Italian who 
bas since been deported. Now, Itai- 
jan murders are common enough in 
police annals. So are unsolved Italian 
murders. And after 14 years the mur- 
der of the young Italian woman was 
just a dead entry on ancient police 
records.

After a night in jail- 
the first time he had ever spent in 
prison—he was released and deciared

Before he could take any action in 
this direction, it was impressed upon 
him that he would have a very stiff 
fight for his freedom, perhaps even for 
something less than life imprisonment 
His defense, as now contemplated, will 
be based in part upon the ‘unwritten 
law’ and in part upon self-defense. 


IT the Distriet Attorney's office 
hopes to upset this They will 
seek to prove that Valentino 
murdered his wife following an argu- 
ment. that there was no third person 
present, that the motive for the crime 
grew out of his own jealous 
imagination. 

The trial may be deiayed 
for some weeks or months. 
Much hinges upon the testi- 
mony of Angelo Germano, an 
Italian doctor who hag lived 
in this community for many 
years. He is at present trav- 
eling in Italy, and the trial 
may await his return. ‘Doctor 
Germano was the first person 
to be summoned following the 
shooting. He attended Mrs. 
Valentino during the two 
months that she lived. It is 

said that what he knows 
and no one is exactly sure 
what that is—will decide the 

case one way or the other 
It is rumored, too, that he 


~ 


knows the whereabouts of Tony's 
daughter, who would now be 17 years 
old. But again, whether or not he will 
tell is a question. 

Judge Baker has impressed upon 
‘Tony that until the trial is over he 
must not attempt to prosecute his 
search. To do so would prejudice his 
case, Judge Baker believes. 

Already it has served, more even 
than Tony’s return, to revive the bit- 
ter hatred of his murdered wife's fam- 
ily, the Ruffalos. If, indeed, that 
hatred ever actually subsided. 

Mrs. Joseph Ruffalo, the mother, Is 
the embodiment of fury when she talks 
of the murder of her daugliter. “Tony 
Valentino!’’

T HIGH NOON 
the next day, Jan- 
uary 24, icht- 
hofen’s swarm 
found its prey in 
the air just west 
of Vimy Ridge, 
then held by the 
Germans. 

It was an English photography 
plane from the Twenty-fifth 
Squadron, Royal Flying Corps, 
calmly engaged in taking mosaic 
photographs. Captain O. Greig 
was at the controls and Second 
Lieutenant J. E. Macilenan was 
working the camera. 

Greig and Maclenan’s bus was 
an F. E. 2b, another type of the 
old British Fighting Experimental. 
It was a two-seater pusher—-with 
the propeller behind—and its pow- 
er consisted of a 160-horsepower 
Beardmore motor. 

It was equipped with two Lewis 
machine guns, one firing in a for- 
ward arc and the other firing up- 
ward in an arc above the upper 
plane. With this rather cumber- 
some armament, controlled only 
by the observer, it was impossible 
to fire backward and downward. 

Richthofen’s machine was a sin- 
gle-seater B. U. Albatross, with 
two synchronized guns firing 
through the propeller and fitted 
with a 200-horsepower Mercedes 
motor. At that time it was con- 
sidered the fastest plane in the 
war.

RITISH general headquar-

Photographic patrols went over

But on the. following day he 
made up for it by knocking down 
two planes in less than 15 min- 
‘utes. In these two combats he 
killed one man and captured 
three, two of whom he wounded. 

The arrival of the new English 
air steeds was the subject of many 

reports and much discussion that 
night at Richthofen’s airdrome at 
 Douaf. At the long mess table the 
flyers gave heated accounts of 


their encounters during the day, 
pointing out the strength or weak- 
ness of the British planes as they 
found them.

Soon the planes, with loaded 
bomb racks and fuel tanks, were 
pushed out of the hangars, like 
giant night birds surrounded by 
retinues of attending gnomes. 

The orders for the night were 
simple. They read: 

“No. 100 Squadron will bomb 
Douai airdrome on the nights of 
April 5 and 6, if the weather is 
suitable.’’ 

There was no question about the 
weather. It was made to order. 
An early moon was rising to the 
full. The wind was light. 

Eighteen planes of the squadron 
were lined up, ready for the start. 
They had been painted dull black 
from wing tip to wing tip, with the 
bodies of the planes a dull gray. 

An officer read 10:30 o'clock 
On the illuminated dial of his wrist 
watch. The wave of his hand was 
answered by increased life in the 
idling motor of the first plane in 
the line. A sign from the pilot 
and the wheel chocks were pulled 
away. The plane moved across 
the field, gathering speed. The 
rest of the planes pulled out at 
three-minute intervals. 


LARGE fire was burning in 
Lens behind the German 
lines.
